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The hidden costs 

Plagiarism, as the feature in this issue illustrates, is not a simple 
or one-dimensional problem. Responsibility for its Increasing 
Incidence lies as much with the academic staff as it does with the 
Institution and the students themselves. Any attempts to 
discourage plagiarism, then, require the collective efforts of the 
entire university community. Clearly the problem deserves at- 
tention if not moral indignation. 

The university as an instutition should be outraged by the in- 
creasing use of plagiarized papers, for plagiarism undermines' the 
quality of education McGill is capable of offering. 

The academic staff should be outraged, for plagiarism makes a 
mockery of their teaching efforts. 

And students should be outraged, for plagiarism defeats the 
learning process by inhibiting serious discussion that takes place 
in what would otherwise be an intellectually active milieu. 

There are a number of responses that can be made to the 
problem. 

First, students must recognize that by opting to plagiarize in the 
face of work-load pressures, or just plain not knowing how to write 
a term paper, they are burying their heads In the sand. The op- 
portunity to learn to write papers will not present itself elsewhere. 
Furthermore, if you understand the nature of the institutional 
pressures forcing students to plagiarize, then you should be part 
of the agitation encouraging change. 

Second, the academic staff must consider the student’s work 
load when designing course requirements. If intellectual growth is 
the accepted goal then quality and not quantity should be the 
guiding rule. In addition, lecturers should attempt to foster more 
student-professor contact in order to alleviate institutional 
alienation. 

Third, the university must de-emphasize the use of marks as the 
sole measure of academic performance. Marks facilitate the work 
of administrators, but only at the expense of the learning process. 
If the concern of the university is to promote comprehensive 
understanding of a particular discipline, then the increasing 
reliance on the G PA as a.gauge of progress inhibits advancement 
toward that goal. The GPA serves only to reinforce competition 
among students, which makes very little sense, especially In the 
Faculty of Arts. It is time we bury the hoary old notion that com- 
petition is what sparks the motivation to learn. Competition may 
spark the motivation to work, but it has little influence on the 
desire to learn. 

There are alternatives to the present grading system. Examples 
of different methods of assessment bing used in US schools are 
the pass/fail system, holding back marks until graduation, written 
assessments of course work, and comprehensive exams that are 
given upon completion of degree requirements. 

The problem of plagiarism is not unique to McGill. Looking at 
how other schools are coping with it can also be helpful. It is 
essential that the McGill community discuss this problem fully. 
On this note, we have an indication of Principal-elect David 
Johnston’s views on plagiarism. During an interview with the 
Daily, Johnston was philosophical about the problem. He 
suggested the University could examine whether the most in- 
spiring lecturers are actually facing first-year classes. That is 
possibly where they should be, said Johnston, rather than 
devoting themselves exclusively to graduate students. 

Johnston Is concerned enough to be thinking about the issue. 
So should the rest of the University.

Dr. R.E. Bell 

Principal and Vice-chancellor 
McGill University 
Dear Mr. Principal: 

The Issue of the application for 
promotion to the rank of full 
professor by Professor Antal 
Deutsch began in January 1978 
and, since that time, has 
burdened the Department of 
Economics and the University 
as a whole. Countless 
discussions, memos, letters, 
resolutions and articles have 
been forthcoming on the 
matter. The issues have been 
stated and accusations of 
wrong-doing made. There is, we 
feel, little reason for restating 
them and exhuming the bloody 
corpse of controversy once 
again. 

A more positive . path of 
action is, in our opinion, more 
appropriate. 

There are however a number 
of consequences of this — 
conflict which have not 
received adequate attention. 
Short shrift has been given to 
the effect this affair has had on 
the students of this University. 

Firstly, the time of ad- 
ministrators and academics 
has been absorbed by these 
events rather than being spent 
on the more fruitful endeavors 
of administration, teaching and 
research. 

Secondly, this affair has led 
students and others to 
question the integrity of the 
officials and professors of this 
University and has lowered its 
standing in their eyes. 

Thirdly, the procedures 
followed in this case have set a 
dangerous precedent. It is 
normal' procedure that a 
recommendation to establish a 
selection committee to con- 
sider the application by a 
candidate for promotion to the 
rank of full professor originate 
in the promotion and tenure 
committee of the department 
concerned. In this case the 
candidate questioned the 
composition of the Depart- 
ment's Committee. On this 
basis, without the legitimacy of 
this complaint being 
established, the Principal, at 
the request of the Dean, * 
established a selection com- 
mittee. 

Such a procedure completely 
bypassing the Department’s 
Committee while having no 
historical precedent does not 
contravene the University's 
statutes. However, the 
establishment of such a 
precedent may mean that, in 
the future, department 
promotion and tenure com- 
mittees, the body best qualified 
to judge their colleagues 
academic merits, may not be 
consulted. Factors such as 
these have, and will no doubt, 
lead to a decline in the quality 
of education at McGill. 

It is, therefore, our belief that 
the case presently under 
discussion has done 'great 
damage to this University. 



However, little can be done to 
undo what has been done, to 
unsay what has been said. We 
can however for the good of 
this University, its staff and 
students, undertake to prevent 
such a case from arising again. 
In order to achieve a - partial 
realization of this goal, we 
would like the Senate of this 
University to endorse the 
following two principles: 

a) That a procedure be 
established through' which a 
candidate for promotion to the 
rank of full professor can 
challenge the composition of 
his department’s promotion 
and tenure committee. That 
once this procedure is 
established, it is not to be 
bypassed by any body In this 
University. 

b) That the decision to 
establish a selection com- 
mittee to consider the ap- 
plication by a candidate for 
promotion to the rank of full 
professor originate in the 
promotion and tenure com- 
mittee of the department. The 
candidate may of course ap- 
peal the Committee’s decision 
after it has been made. That 
this procedure not be bypassed 
by any body in this University.

Unfortunately, while the 
issue of whether or not we need 
an associate dean of students 
is an important one, those 
students questioned on the 
issue have decided to solve it 
by themselves. On top of this, I 
get the impression that these 
students feel they are doing the 
rest of us a favour. By sparing 
us the opportunity to really 
explore this issue, this select 



group of students will once 
again come to the rescue, and 
save us from "an unneeded 
bureaucracy at the student 
body’s expense." 

. Personally, I am convinced 
that there is enough work for 
the office of the dean of 
students to prevent the 
position of associate dean from 
being useless or "basically 
redundant.” The supervision of 
the counselling services is an 
important function, but not the 
only one. 

The creation of a position in 
which a woman will have a foot 
in the political door of McGill’s 
administration is an important 
step. Women do not have ac- 
cess to a female academic and 
therefore have no official 
representative in administrative 
and academic affairs. This 
position holds enormous 
potential for a person who is 
deliberately sympathetic to the 
needs of women on campus. 
No one is trying to apply 
reverse discrimination and thus 
give a token, useless job to a 
woman, merely for the sake of 
appearances. 

Like it or not, women do have 
needs and interests which are 
often easily overlooked when 
the only people at the top are 
men. 

It's time we put this issue 
into perspective and stop 
relying on popular appeals of 
bureaucracy and student fees. 
If students are sincerely 
concerned with those problems 
I believe they are looking for 
evidence in the wrong place.

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To join or not to join - McGill considers

Sir George, Loyola, the 
University of Quebec, four other 
Quebec universities and some 
thirty CEGEPs are all members 
of a provincial student 
organization to which McGill 
does not belong. The 
organization is l'Association 
National des Etudiants du 
Quebec (ANEQ). On March 7 
McGill students, in a 
referendum, will be given the 
option of joining. 

Why join ANEQ 
Because of the sagging 
economy, cutbacks are being 
made in government funding of 
education, professors are

leaving with no one being 
rehired to replace them, in- 
flation is reducing the value of 
loans and bursaries and 
summer jobs are harder to 
come by than they have been in 
years. The solution, according 
to ANEQ supporters, is for 
students to unite. They claim 
there is strength in numbers 
and that only a large student 
lobby can effectively exert 
pressure on the Levesque 
government. They note that 
10,000 student votes could very 
well make a difference in the 
upcoming sovereignty-associa- 
tion referendum. 

Why to stay out 



Opponents of ANEQ never 
fail to mention that the group is 
dominated by card-carrying 
Maoists of the Union lobby 
variety. And rumour fjas it that 
at one ANEQ conference earlier 
this winter, discussion never 
shifted from the Kampuchean 
situation. Now on top of this 
the group’s critics maintain 
that the so-called unrealistic 
policies of ANEQ make its 
reasonable demands less 
credible. 

Money, Money, Money!!! 

Like everything else, 
membership in ANEQ costs 
money. Current prices per 
institution are calculated on a 



per head basis. McGill may be 
charged as much as a dollar per 
student although the cost 
theoretically could be 
negotiated down to as little as 
'25 cents per capita. 

Council and ANEQ 
Last October Students’ 
Council voted on the recom- 
mendation of VP External Ted 
Claxton, not to join ANEQ. It 
also decided, although not by 
unanimous vote, not to have a 
referendum on the issue. In- 
furiated by this "unilateral’’ 
decision the Pro-Referendum 
Committee was formed to 
petition fora plebiscite. 

It collected approximately

necessary, it is likely that the 
student senators will raise the 
issue in Senate and ask for a 
reversal of the decision. 

The issues involved were 
clearly spelled out in the 
document prepared by the 
Senate Committee on Women 
and dated April 20, 1978. The 
associate dean of students was 
intended to fulfil some of the 
functions that were part of the 
job of the warden of Royal 
Victoria College prior to 1970. 
As such the associate dean 
should be an academic having 
a special concern . for the 
academic and social welfare of 
women students at McGill. 

Let us first clarify the given 
facts and presuppositions. 
There is a single dean for 18,000 
students concerned with both 
their academic pursuits and 
their extracurricular life. The 
composition of. the student 
body varies according to 
national origin, religion and sex 
and other factors that Inspire 
differences In orientation to 
both study and lifestyles. The 
dean Is ultimately responsible 
to and must have a sense of the 
needs and Interests of all of the 
students on the campus. It 
seems unlikely, that this could 
adequately be done by one 
person. The associate dean- 
ship is a position that lends 
breadth to the scope of the 
dean's understanding. 

The presupposition that 
women students have par- 
ticular and distinct concerns 
and interests from those of 
male students is controversial 
but we believe that it is valid. 
Certainly we are all people. But 
the lower status of women In 
the university community, the 
persisting shortage of role 
models, the general sexism 
that still exists in the university 
in its day to day community life, 
i.e. dating patterns, research 
orientations, the style of en- 
tertainment available to 
students, the prospects on the 
job market, all indicate that 
there are special problems of 
concern to women students. 

The point of having a dean 
and an associate and for one of 



the two to be a woman is not to 
have a figurehead in petticoats, 
but to have an administrator 
who can be an activist in the 
quest for solutions to these 
problems. A dean of students 
has the power to bring the 
university to lobby in business, 
industry and other universities 
lor more equal hiring and 
employment policies. A dean 
concerned with women par- 
ticularly can act to reduce 
sexism on campus. Women 
students are exploited or 
evaluated sexually (Vale isn’t 
the only campus where A’s and 
sex go hand in hand) and 
harassing of female students 
by proprietary if well-meaning 
boyfriends can often pose an 
academic threat. Research 
done in all fields reflects sexist 
thinking; this can be evaluated 
and research in often neglected 
non-sexist areas can be en- 
couraged through the in- 
troduction of speakers and the 
seeklng-out of grants. 

Defining and opposing 
sexism is delicate and difficult. 
They are tasks too delicate 
to be left to chance and oc- 
casion. The gains we have 
made as a society in breaking 
down the arbitrary barriers to 
women will be stymied If these 
issues are not followed 
through. The gains already 
made for women on the McGill 
campus, which are not yet 
sufficient to be described as 
justice, will be'in danger. The 
committees and individuals 
concerned with these Issues, 
who have suffered for three 
years now without an ad- 
ministrator, will have to 
stumble on with the very good 
but severely hobbled enterprise 
of people whose commitments 
lie elsewhere, In teaching, 
learning or other administrative 
concerns. 

For these reasons a woman 
associate dean is an urgent 
necessity for McGill. .

Student body should 
decide dean issue 
To the Daily: 

Being a student member of the 
committee to recommend a 
candidate for the office of 
associate dean of students and 
being the (uncredited) primary 
source for Harold Koblin’s 
article on the subject, I feel 
compelled to write concerning 
this issue. 

Before discussing the issue, I 
would like to state that I was 
never informed of the 
possibility of a student boycott 
of the committee. Even though I 
am currently opposed to filling 
the position, if the boycott were 
to occur, I, and a fellow student 
friend of mine on the com- 
mittee, have no plans to par- ■ 
ticlpate in this boycott as this 
would be just "biting the 
(students') nose to spite the 
(administration.'s) face." In this 
sense only, the article was not 
thoroughly researched. 

As a member of the com- 
mittee, it is my impression that 
the committee as a whole Is 
undecided as to the need for an 
associate dean of students. 
There are two reasons for this. 

The first reason is that the 
committee, at its first and only 
meeting, was un- 
derrepresentative of students, 
particularly female students. 
This is, in my opinion, a fault of 
the Students’ Society for not, 
firstly, originally requesting 
greater representation, and 
secondly (and more im- 
portantly) not ensuring that 
most of the student members 
selected by the Students' 
Society were women. The 
associate dean’s office is 
specifically designed to deal 
with women’s problems. Most 
of the input into this decision 
should be by women students. 

I, as a male student, am not 
qualified to decide whether 
women’s affairs at McGill are 
being handled adequately. This 
problem, however, was rectified 
at the end of our first meeting 
when I (not an official fo the 
Students’ Society) requested 
more female students be 
selected for the committee and 
the motion was accepted. 

The second (and more im- 



portant) reason for the com- 
mittee's indecision is that the 
committee is not the proper 
place to debate the need, given 
its mandate. In this case, 
neither the committee nor Dr. 
Pedersen should be regarded 
(as Eisen has stated) “the 
policy maker." Our job is to 
pick an associate dean, not to 
decide whether we need one. 
Dr. Pedersen, being neither a 
student nor a woman, is hardly 
qualified to decide whether we 
need one. 

In my opinion, the respon- 
sibility for dealing with this 
issue lies with the students 
through their representative 
institutions, the Daily and the 
Students’ Society, neither of 
which have as yet dealt with the 
responsibility. 

The Dally should have raised 
the issue when Senate passed 
it, instead of waiting until I 
came and gave them the story. 
This is typical of the Daily's 
handling of McGill news, totally 
insufficient. I suggest that the 
Daily rely on its reporters to go 
out and seek McGill news and 
less on CUP and CUPBEQ as its 
sources. For this particular 
issue, I suggest that the Daily 
conduct a poll of students, 
particularly women, investigate 
Joan Muller’s position more 
thoroughly, and encourage 
debate on the issue through 
editorials and letters to the 
editor. 

The Students’ Society has 
not researched the issue 
thoroughly as it has not at- 
tempted to discover how McGill 
women feel about this issue. It 
has rushed ahead to defeat. it;, 
without sufficient debate on it 
first. | suggest the Society hold 
an open meeting and if it finds 
that fgelings are against this 
appointment, then bring it up in 
Senate. 

With this particular issue, the 
Students’ Society and to a 
much lesser extent Dr. 
.Pedersen should be regarded 
as the "policy makers" and the 
committee as the 
"bureaucrats." If the Students’ 
Society rejects this respon- 
sibility, the the committee will 
be forced to take it. 

Finally, I would like to state 



800 signatures and last month 
Council voted unanimously to 
hold a referendum on the ANEQ 
issue. 

Campaign time 
Since Council wants the 
voters to be informed, it is 
planning to organize a series of 
meetings on the ANEQ 
question. The idea is, of course, 
for students to inform them- 
selves on both sides of the 
question. But already the Pro- 
Referendum Committee has 
accused Council of trying to rig 
the referendum question in an 
effort' to keep McGill out of 
ANEQ (see accompanying 
itory). 



that I am currently opposed to 
the appointment as I do not see 
the need. However, I lack 
sufficient knowledge to 
properly come to this con- 
clusion. I therefore encourage 
students, especially women, to 
write the Daily, the Students’ 
Society, or members of the 
committee and express their 
opinion on this matter. It is 
important — you will be paying 
for the position out of Student 
Services fees if the office is 
created.

Consider the scenario: It's late 
March and you're in your final 
year with less than a month to 
go before you hit the streets 
with a BA firmly clutched in 
your hands. One problem: you 
really haven’t been working this 
term. Two papers due In aweek- 
and-a-half and a first sentence 
hasn’t passed from pen to 
paper. You chew your nails and 
drink a lot thinking about it. As 
you shuffle through the 
Leacock building on anxiety- 
ridden day, a notice on a 
bulletin board catches your 
eye: 

Essay Services ' 
Prompt Delivery 
with a phone number attached. 

A moral dilemma? In- 
creasingly now, business for 
"term paper mills” is booming. 
Once an alternative available 
only to those with money to 
burn, prices are now well within . 
the reach of the average 
student. 

For the uninitiated, term 
paper mills are part of a 
growing phenomenon known 
within the university milieu as 
academic plagiarism. Defined 
. as the "submission; for 
grading, of written work that is 
not the product of one’s own 
intellectual activity,” 
plagiarism is a matter of 
concern to the entire academic 
community. 

Plagiarism is not particular 
to the seventies. There are, 
however, a number of recent 
developments to the problem. 

Interviewing students for this 
feature, we found an over- 
whelming majority only too 
ready to offer rationalizations 
in defence of plagiarism. The’ 
moral question, they said, must 
be viewed within the context of 
present academic realities. 

There are several factors 
contributing to the recent shift 
in attitudes. The first is con- 
nected with the tight job market 
resulting from Canada’s recent 
economic stagnation. Students 
are much more career- 
conscious than they were ten 
years ago. The desire to acquire 
a good liberal arts education 
has been subordinated to 
tailoring a degree to fit em- 
ployers’ needs. 

The second factor is the 



change in education policy 
caused by increased 
enrollments in the Faculty of 
Arts. Students are now 
processed rather than 
.educated. The notion of the 
teaching staff monitoring 
students’ intellectual growth is 
largely a luxury of the past. In 
large classes, a student's 
contact with an instructor is 
often UrnUefi to a TA. The 
student/TA relationship does . 
very little, to curb.th.ç.f&eling of 
alienation. TAs have their own 
academic work and are often 
responsible for a large number 
of students. 

The third element is the 
much-publicized illiteracy of 
today’s student. First year 
university students are ex- 
pected to know how to research 
and write a term paper, yet high 
schools and colleges are 
graduating pupils lacking those 
basic skills. Consequently, a 
common phenomenon among 
freshmen is a sense of 
desperation when confronted 
with paper assignments and 
firm deadlines. 

The last element is the undue 
emphasis placed on grades. 
With the decline of a "personal 
education”, marks have 
become the exclusive means of 
monitoring academic activity of 
the student. 

It is argued, from the per- 
spective of the academic staff, 
that exams are a valuable tool 
in the learning process for they 
give the pupil a clear indication 
of areas of weakness. From the 
student's perspective, however, 
_ exams serve only to Indicate in 
what areas he/she did not cram 
enough. 

Cramming, or learning by 
rote, is superficial learning. 
Understanding, as opposed to 
mere memorization, is a 
product of analysis, guidance 
and time. It is not something 
that can be bought, sold or 
bargained for. 

The use of grades as a 
mechanism for assessing 
progress has affected the role 
of the term paper in the 
educational system. Where 
once the professor not only 
graded the final work but 
i provided a guiding force 
throughout the writing of the 
paper, today he or she offers, at 
i most, only a brief comment 



accompanying the mark on the 
last page. 

The result of the change in 
students' attitudes and 
university grading-methods has 
been the growth of plagiarism. 
Buying, selling or trading term 
papers is much more ac- 
ceptable and widespread an 
activity than it has ever been. 

There are basically two ways 
in which students acquire term 
papers. The first is the "in- 
stitutional method": so-called 
"term paper mills". 

Today’s "research com- 
panies”, as they prefer to be 
known, can be found. in every 
major North American city. The 
majority of their work is un- 
dergraduate (especially 1st and 
2nd year, says a Toronto-based 
firm) term papers. They provide 
either custom-written or 
catalogued work, and 
guarantee at least a passing 
grade. 

Custom written work costs 
twice as much as catalogued 
papers. A Los Angeles firm 
offers custom-written papers 
for $6.75 a page with seven 
page minimum and catalogued 
work for only $3.50 a page. In 
contrast, a Toronto company 






contacted by a Daily reporter 
offered a custom-written, fif- 
teen page paper for $10. The 
reporter was assured, however, 
that this was a "special deal" 
and that normal rates were 
double the price quoted. Both 
companies assure the pur- 
chaser that custom-written 
work will not be resold. 

The cheaper, catalogued 
work is a more attractive 
alternative to undergraduates. 
The Daily wrote to a Los 
Angeles company asking for 
their catalogue and within a 
week a copy arrived. The 
catalogue lists "10,000 topics". 
Subjects range from existen- 
tialism to ôxchange theory, and 
everything in between. The 
Toronto firm, and one that 
operated in Montreal last .year 
have equally comprehensive 
catalogues. Many of the 
catalogues tailor their topics to 
the local university's courses. 

Who. writes for "term paper 
mills"? Mostly people with MAs 
although there are a few PhDs, 
says the Toronto firm. A Daily 
reporter, posing as a jobless 
MA in need of work, contacted 
the Toronto company and was 



greeted enthusiastically. The 
manager told the Daily reporter 
'It was the "busy season” and 
that writers were needed badly. 
He offered a starting salary of 
$3.00 per page 'with work to 
•begin immediately. For ad- 
ditional incentive he said 
several writers were currently 
earning up to $450 per week. 

The term paper mills have 
managed to protect themselves 
from legal prosecution by 
calling themselves "research 
companies". They require all 
their* clients to sign a form 
stating that material purchased 
will be used only for research 
and reference purposes. Some 
companies further protect their 
interests by using paper with a 
visible water mark, forcing the 
purchaser to retype the work. 

There are also more informal 
ways for students to acquire 
term papers: trading, 

borrowing, or stealing them. 

According to virtually 
everyone who has studied 
plagiarism, most plagiarism 
occurs this way. The majority of 
students have had some 
contact with this dimension, 
either in the form of using one’s 
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older sibling's paper or having a 
submitted work stolen from a 
hallway where an unthinking 
professor .had left it ■ for 
distribution*. 

Such an incident occurred 
recently in the History 
Department. A professor left 
graded papers outside his 
office and within minutes they 
were stolen. 

Students are often unaware 
that their work has been 
plagiarized. A classroom 
acquaintance asking to view a 
v paper for an evening is not 
likely to arouse suspicion, in 
addition, not many students 
keep a careful accounting of all 
the papers they have ever 
written. For the determined 
plagiarist the system is wide 
open. "With a little skill it is 
possible to plagiarize in an 
infinite number of ways," says 
Professor Harry Anderson of 
McGill’s English Department. 

It is a pervasive problem and 
students and professors are 
often unwilling to recognize 
that they have been victims or 
participants in an act of 
plagiarism. "People don’t want 
to confront the issue," says 
McGill. Professor -G. Piggott. 
Nobody is able to determine 
how large the problem is, he 
says, so plagiarism is just not 
discussed. 

Anderson and Piggott sat on 
a sub-committee of the 
Committee of Student Affairs 
that was struck, last year to 
examine tlje problem of 
plagiarism. The sub-committee 
. is now drafting its final report. 
Committee members say their 
work was prompted not by the 
reported growing incidence of 
plagiarism but by the lack of a 
faculty policy for dealing with 
offenders. The search for a 
policy, however, implies that 
more cases are coming to the 
attention of faculty officials. 

Anderson says the com- 
mittee looked at “every course 
in the faculty to see how it was 
examined". They discovered 
that certain courses, because 
of the way they are structured, 
are natural, "plagiarism- 
producing situations." 

The final report encourages 
professors and the ad- 
ministration to "avoid the 
circumstances most likely to 
lead students into a situation 
where plagiarism is an alter- 
native", says Professor L. Duer, 
Associate Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts and member of the sub- 
committee. He says the report, 
which will be released in 
March, contains both specific 
proposals designed to prevent 
plagiarism and a policy for 
dealing with students who are 
caught plagiarizing. 

"The act or art of academic 
writing is of crucial importance 
to us," says Duer, "and we 
want to take steps to preserve 
and protect it."

The third period "saw” the

trick, the only Martlet to do so 
this season, at 4:33 of the final 
period on another "Tic-Tac- 
Toc" set-up; "Cap” Logan to

Dale. Dorothy Logan put the 
final nail on the coffin at 5:20 on 
a rising shot, after another 
brilliant effort. Shortly after the 
final McGill goal, back-up 
netminder Melissa Haft 
replaced regular Laura Drover. 
Coach Marilyn Staines com- 
mented: "I wanted Melissa to 
acquire some experience".

-handled herself quite well for 
the final six minutes, so did the 
Martlets!
